You will have read above that the County plan to remove all 
three terrapin classrooms from the school during the summer 
holidays. This will mean that we will lose our school'store' 
which has in fact been very successfully converted into the 
Community Lounge. It will also mean that there will be no 
chance of creating an independent lounge which could be used 
by the community during the weekends and school holidays. 


Many of our user groups will be affected by the loss of the 
terrapin, although we know we can rely on the school to help 
all users in any way possible. I'm sure everyone will be 
fitted in somewhere and I hope all vec will cv operate to 
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continued/ 
As from September the school will be full, and the numbers are 
still increasing, so before long we shall need another terrapin 
classroom. We have pointed this out to the county in the hope 
that it would make economic sense to them to leave a terrapin 
here, rather than move it and bring it back (and we could use 
it as a lounge in the meantime). However, the county do not 
agree, 


The possibility remains that the community could finance 
purpose built facilities at the school - meetings room, cloak- 
rooms, bar, etc. At the same time we know that the Village 
Hell is over-crowced and consideration is being given to 
expansion there. 


Perhaps now is the time for all members of the community in the 
village to get together to consider objectively what facilities 
are required, not just at the present time but to cater for a 
growing population, and how and where these facilities can be 
provided.
